If a person were asked to point out that 
phenomenon in the natural world which, in 
his opinion, would be the best embodiment 
or expression of true poetry, one perhaps, 
would select the rose-bud, opening its em- 
bosomed sweetness and beauty to the sum- 
mer’s sun; another, the restless, moaning, 
wind-swept, wave-encircled ocean ; another, 
the noisy rivulet, ever running onward, and, 
like life, growing deeper and more silent as 
it nears its goal; another, the thunder-cloud 
with its fringe of lightning and its voice of 
majesty ; but we should select the beauti- 
ful rainbow—the most unreal of all reali- 
ties; a liquid film, illumined by the glory 
of the sky; a marriage of the sweetest light 
and the purest water; God’s mercy and 
man’s hope clasping hands amidst the 
clouds. : 

Now, there is a kindred poetry in tears. 
The clouded eyes never weep a shower that 
is not irradiated and transfigured by light 
divine; shone upon, as it were, by that 
pristine glory from which the errant feet of 
man have strayed, and forming a rainbow 
about the head of him that weeps. These 
tears of ours partake at once of earth—and 
heaven; realities, unrealities; idle tears, 
profound tears; they are based, like their 
counterpart of which we have spoken, on 
sober fact, and yet circle upward into senti- 
ments and feelings the most intangible and 
evanescent. On the one hand, simple drops 
of water; on the other, mirrors of truth, 
reflecting from their limpid depths alike 
the weakest and most powerful emotions of 
the heart. 

Rain-drops—tear-drops. How close the 
resemblance! How wide the disparity! 
The one, wrought out in the laboratory of 
nature, the other in that of the spirit; the 
one drawn downward by the blind force of 
gravity, that discriminates not between the 
living organism and the insensate clod; the 
other freighted with joy or grief, or sorrow 
unutterable, forced to the surface by the 
surcharged heart to bear its message to the 
extreme world; the one a mere globule of 
water, inclosing less than a humming bird’s 
breath of common air; the other a drop of 
water indeed, but a drop of the water of 
life, and inclosing within its liquid sphere a 
Struggling sigh of regret, a prayer of peni- 
tence, or a thrill of ectasy from a heaving, 
human heart. 

There is always hope for him who weeps. 
His heart has not been wholly calcined into 
worthless dust by the passing and re-passing 
of the world’s unhallowed feet. The dews 
of heaven yet distil upon it. Springs bub- 
ble and play, and scatter their life beneath 
the surfage, and one day, if not now, we 
may expect to see the garden of the Lord 
where now is only desert dreariness. 

It is not ignoble to weep. We some- 
times laugh at woman’s ready tears. It is 
a disgraceful pleasantry. The diamond 
ear-drops shine not so lustrously or become 
her so well as these pearls of the heart she 
scatters so lavishly. Jesus did not laugh at 

woman’s tears. His heart was too purely 


human. He wept in sympathy with the 


sisters of Bethany. Washington wept, as 
he signed the death-warrant of the accom- 
plished Andre. Burke wept, as he threw 
his arms around the neck of the favorite 
horse of his buried son. Ab! how much 
do those who weep outrank as well as out- 
number the stolid, tearless ones on the stage 
of human history! It is the highest author- 
ity that utters: “Blessed are the poor in

A WORD TO PROTESTANT PARENTS. 


Can any one explain the reason why so 
many Protestants send their children to Cath- 
olic schools? Why, when we believe that 
Luther was God’s pioneer in the cause of 


| truth and freedom, do we give the plastic 


minds of our children to be moulded by those 
who believe that Luther is accursed of God 
—a limb dissevered from the Tree of Life 
(so they paint him in their books), forever- 
more seething in Hell? We talk of relig- 
ious liberty, of progress, and sacredly treas- 
ure every page that tells of the fierce bat- 
tles fought in the cause of spiritual inde- 
pendence. Sitting around the fire on long 
winter evenings, we read of John Huss and 
Jerome of Prague, or in Motley’s His- 
tory of the Rise and Progress of the Dutch 
Republic, in which, faithfully portrayed, we 
see the terrible sufferings our ancestors en- 
dured for conscience sake, and that we might 
worship freely, “in spirit and in truth,” not 
inform merely. ‘Then, when our children’s 
souls are aglow with sympathy for the be- 
sieged in Leyden, we thrust them inside the 
gate of a convent, where history, if taught 
at all, is taught backward, and where their 
youthful enthusiasm for the risen heroes will 
be effectually extinguished in the dullness 
and monotony of convent life. We ourselves 
laugh at the insane ravings of the Head of 


el from the crown of his head to the sole of 
his foot—eye-lashes, toe-nails, etc., especial- 
ly. We laugh at bombastic “ encyclical” 
letters, commanding the wheels of thought 
to stand still; and then we entrust the char- 
acters of our children to be trained by mor- 
bid women who accept all this as most sol- 
emn truth. 

In past times, when good people of all 
denominations believed that to secure an 
eternal heaven, and to escape an eternal bell, 
in the future, was the question at issue, and 
that one’s creed was the index to the road 
one was traveling, either up to heaven or 
down to hell, no true Protestant would risk 
his child’s salvation by subjecting him or 
her to the subtle influence of priest or nun. 
Now, since those ideas are giving way, and 
the truly religious and enlightened are in- 
clined to judge more by the life, and less by 
the creed, whither the soul is tending, peo- 
ple seem to think the convent a safe place, 
where, shut out from the distractions and 
temptations of society, their daughters will 
be trained to rare purity and intelligence, 
while their religious principles will be in no 
manner interfered with. 

Let us look at this, Let us consider if 
it be true that convent schools do indeed fa- 
vor the highest degree of purity and intel- 
ligence, and that the religious principles of 
the pupils are left undamaged. It is to-day 
very generally admitted by all thoughtful 
persons that the sort of educational advan- 
tages awarded to women in the past have 
been most inferior, both in quality and quan- 
tity. Instruction in the rudiments of Eng- 
lish, with accomplishments which, unfortu- 
nately, did little toward developing the ra- 
tional faculties, covered the programme. So, 
it became evident and admitted, thirty or 
fifty years ago, that a young lady who could 
speak French fluently, play on the piano 
admirably, and who had even embroidered 
in Berlin wool a life-sized portrait of Vic- 
toria or Washington, might yet be as inca- 
pable of reasoning from cause to effect as 
the Irish girl fresh from County Mayo. 

A steady effort was made, and is still 
making, to remedy this evil. A thorough 
course of mathematics is insisted on to in- 
sure close application and consecutive 
thought. Natural, moral, and intellectual 
philosophy are as eagerly studied by women 
as men. A liberal course of history is in- 
cluded. Girls are bound to read Guizot 
and Motley, Macaulay and Prescott, as they 
read novels. So the work goes bravely on. 
In this day no success would attend a young 
ladies’ seminary if the old and superficial 
course of study was adhered to. This same 
law holds goodof public and private schools 
outside of Catholicism ; but within that pale 
all is stationary. All the good has been, 
all the truth has been. 
brightest in the past, and we are far removed 
from it. Progress! why, that means radi- 
calism. Woman’s nature, woman’s needs! 
Nonsense! you must follow reverently in 
the beaten track. Women have nothing to 
do with mathematics ; woman should be sub- 
missive, she is the weaker vessel, and her 
mind cannot bear strong food. My friends, 
you can examine the school-books, and at- 
tend their examinations, and you -will find 
the ancient regime faithfully preserved. 

The Catholic Church is a despotism, and 
all despotisms are stationary. Ina convent, 
obedience and docility are the only desira- 
ble qualities. Not to think is the one great 
merit. Individuality would be quite out of 
place, and languishes if it does not die in 
this stifling air. The one all-absorbing idea 
of priest and nun is the Church, its enlarge- 
ment and aggrandizement. Interest in an 
individual is earthly and sinful. The pur- 
est genius might stand at the door of Notre 
Dame asking intellectual aid in vain unless 
the one asking would agree to devote his 
powers to the Church. 


It is well understood that the most deci-

ded partof a child’s education is that which 
is least observable at the time—viz., the in- 
fluences which accrue from the daily life of 
the household. The sentiments awakered. 
and strengthened by the continual observa- 
tion of words and acts of courtesy, self-sac- 
rifice, charity—these lessons strike deeper 
than any words in books. In like manner, 
the intellect is aroused and disciplined by 
hearing character fairly analyzed, and ideas 
and subjects fairly discussed. 

Children from such homes go into a school, 
or into the wide world, having vantage 
ground. It is a great gain, the early habit 
of looking at both sides of a question. In 
all Protestant schools a certain measure of 
individual thought is encouraged. ‘ Think 
for yourself, my dear,’ “Use your own 
judgment,” are phrases commonly heard 
from the lips of Protestant teachers. Are 
they ever heard in a convent? I assert 
that the atmosphere of a convent is stulti- 
fying tothe intellect. The leading “ sisters” 
are for the most part foreigners, who have 
as much knowledge of hygiene as our great 
grandmothers. I object to having my daugb- 
ter breathe the air of a room full of girls who 
in summer only bathe once in two or three 
weeks, and in winter once in seven or eight ; 
and I object to her sleeping in large dormi- 
tories with any number of girls, where any 
feeling of privacy is out of the question. 

Then as to a convent being peculiarly 
the home of innocence: Is it an established 
fact that the more utter the separation be- 
tween the sexes the more pure each party 
becomes ? Is it not rather the contrary ? 

What is suggested to the mind of a girl 
when her teachers declare that a state of 
celibacy is a holier one than that of mar- 
riage? Is it not a libel on the wisdom of 
the Deity, and on the love between her fath- 
er and mother? Besides, it is notorious 
that unmanageable and coarse girls are con- 
tinually sent to a convent for safe keeping. 
Can the strictest surveillance prevent the 
spread of the infection ? 

Finally, if a Catholic child were cordial- 
ly committed to your care, obliged twice 
every Sunday to attend your church, obliged 
at stated times during the week to hear your 
Protestant scholars repeat their catechism 
—could hear no mass, go to no confession— 
in fact, should live in a wholly ‘Protestant 
atmosphere, and be treated by you at the 
same time with marked personal kindness, 
should you be surprised if, in two or three 
years, at the most, she should find herself 
thoroughly imbued with your way of think- 
ing, and on the whole rather indifferent to 
her inherited faith 7— G. B. K., in Indepen- 
dent.

The 
tears shed by Christ are a part of the mani- 
festation of God to man. _ 

Tell me, pray, who taught the mother her 
pitifulness ? who introduced that wonderful 
feeling of kindness into her heart? Who 
constituted her in so admirable a way, that, 
though in all other relations she might be 
selfishness itself, yet in this she is compelled, 
as by the instinct of her own good, to hang 
in patience, in pity, and in love, over the 
cradle of her little one? Who hath made 
her maternal ear of such sensitiveness, that 
the faintest cry of her babe shall smite pierc- | 
ingly upon it? Behold her! she is wholly 
dedicated,—her ear, eye, tongue, her hands, 
her feet, her body and soul, her wealth, her 
all,—to a conflict with the sorrow of her in- 
fant, to the accomplishment of its utmost 
welfare. Through this glass, then, gaze up- 
on the perfections of thy God. The piti- 
fulness in the mother’s heart bespeaks a 
greater pitifulness in the heart of him who 
made her thus. He that made her lips so 
that gentle and heart-affecting accents might 
fall from them, is one that knoweth exquis- 
itely how to caress, to solace, and to bless. 
W here, however, is the infant whose sorrows 
are all overtaken by the solicitude of the 
parent?

Stick to Your Trade. . 


Rev. Henry Ward Beecher in a recent 
address to young men, thus illustrates the 
honor of “ sticking to your trade ;’— . 

“IT always honor a man who ennobles his 
calling, whatever it may be. Franklin made 
it nobler and easier for men to be printers 
in all time to come because he remained a 
printer. I presume you have all heard of 
the Dowse Library. It, with a fine collec- 
tion of paintings, Was once the property of 
an old tanner, who determined that his friends 
and neighbors should know that he could 
be a man of taste, a scholar, a man of cul-| 
ture,—tanner though he was. So he collect- 
ed his books, a few at a time, and what is 
more to the point, he read them. And be- 
ing a tanner, he had naturally a taste in the 
line of leather, so he waited patiently until 
he could have them‘all bound as he wished. 
Andas he grew older he became very wealthy 
and had before he died the best library 
of any one in that section of the country. 

“ There are not so many geniuses and 
great men, but there are vastly more true 
men, worthy men, intelligent men than ev- 
er before. Here weare jealous of the few, 
and prominence is not so readily granted to 
the ambitious as where the average of so- 
ciety is low. The tendencies of our time 
are far higher and better than formerly. 
The natural temptations remain to be sure ; 
but it seems to me that in all industrial and 
professional callings there is a purer, more 
generous, and higher ambition than former- 
ly. Virtue is more honored, dissipation is 
reprobated, and Christian character is far 
more common among young men than in my 
boyhood. ‘Twenty years ago, if one should 


‘speak in a public assemblage, it would be 


taken for granted that he was a clergyman, 
a lawyer, or at least a professor; but now 
it is no uncommon matter to hear men talk 
intelligently and interestingly on matters of 


law, of ethics, of various subjects, whose 


hands are yet hard from the holding of the 
plough, whose skin is yet grimed with the 
dust of the forge. 

“ Labor is honorable among us, idleness 
dishonorable. Men will be free in Europe 
as soon as the masses are intelligent and 
moral,—not before. Make much, then, of 
manhood ; make its wrist too long for man- 
acles, its hand too strong for prisons. Our 
young men are those to whom we must look 
for help. They are stronger to-day amonz 
us than ever. They are stronger for war ; 
they are strong, too, for good. They may 
help society in many ways. They may help 
by an ambition of intelligence rather than 
of pleasure. Let them read, study, educate 
themselves, thereby making true men for 
the State, true men for their calling, true 
men upon whose wit and wisdom the coun- 
try can rely in time of trouble or embarrass- 
ment. They may help by redeeming their 
occupations from vulgarizing tendencies. A 
trade is what a man sees fit to make it,—. 
not what other men think best to call it. 
They may help by giving men power,—not 
to escape from certain callings, but to enno- 
ble them.” 


The War in Crete. 


It is not Crete alone that is in question, 
though Cretans alone bear the brunt of bat- 
tle. She is to the new revolution what Mas- 
sachusetts was to the old one. If she can 
endure the armed shock until the other Greek 
states can prepare, the doom of the.Empire 
of Omar is come. The Sultan has poured 
all his disposable legions in here, and a fleet 
of war steamers coast continually the cir- 
cuit of the island. Two months ago they 
began by a battle which the governor could 
watch with a glass from his a0 and to- 
day they are only fifteen miles beyond the 
first battle-field, where he has now been ten 
days, not daring to attack the insurgents. 

I don’t think any two months since Xer- 
xes played out his role bave seen so much 
heroism of the true old type. At Vryses 
less than 3,000 Cretans, without artillery, 
without bayonets, and with guns that their 
grandfathers owned, attacked in their camps 
4,000 Egyptian troops, shut them in, fought 
2,000 more who tried to force their way in, 
and after four days, when the troops asked 
for terms, about a thousand men came out, 
leaving everything they could not carry be- 
hind them. At Keramia, the Cretans at- 
tacked the troops advancing, and, fighting 
back Parthian fashion, finally repulsed them, 
11,000 strong, though at no moment were 
more than 8,000 Cretansengaged. At Can- 
danos they defeated the troops and drove 
them into the town, where they blockaded 
them, and it required a force of 16,000 
troops to raise the siege, and even then the 
Cretans pursued them to within sight of 
Canéa. At Sourba, 500 Cretans: defended 
the village against the assaults of the troops, 
who numbered in all 21,000, and at the end 
of two days’ resistance, the 500 having in- 
creased to 1,200, pursued the Mussulmans 
out of the valley. And, not to go through 
the whole series of battles, small and great, 
at Vafé, the only decided victory the troops 
have so far won, 600 Cretans resisted the 
whole army, 14,000, and, finally coming 
hand to hand, retreated, but not before bav- 
ing put hors du combat at least their own 


number, and some accouats say 800 men,’ 


A small body of them assaulted the gover- 
nor’s camp, cutting their way to his tent, 


where they did not however find him. They 


lost many killed and prisoners; 30 of the 
latter being brought in, the only ones the 
troops have taken so far, except three of the 


information. The troops don’t seem to fan- 
cy taking prisoners, and the Cretans don’t 
fancy being taken. 

The affair at Sourba seems to me one of 
the most brilliant things-in history. The 
wounded of the previous battles were col- 
lected there, and when the attack began on- 
ly 500 Cretans could be collected, the oth- 
ers being distributed all over the island to 
defend the passages from surprise. The 
army made four distinct assaults, and the 
roar of their artillery, plainly heard from 
my house, was incessant for two days; and 
they could be distinguished as coming over 


the ridges nearer and nearer to Canéa, as |... 
the Turks fought a retreating fight, pursued © 


by the Cretans. 


The individual dash and pluck seems to 


be almost at the maximum; but the fight 
once over, the Cretans disperse, and per- 
haps when the troops return to the attack 
the pass so obstinately defended is deserted 
and the next is defended. * * * They 
have no rifles or even good smooth bores, 
and their arms would figure in a museum. 
Within a few days they have received rifles 
and a few pieces of artillery. * * * 
* * * * * * 


Yet all this does not bend them. To 
every overture of the Mussulman authori- 
ties they only reply, “ We will fight while 
any remain.” Their villages are all des- 
troyed, their crops all lost, nothing remains 
but their bodies, and those they will fight 
for, was the answer they returned to the 
summons to lay their arms down and accept 
the mercy of the Sultan. When, a few 
days ago, the pasha summoned the Cretans 
in Askyfo to surrender, and promised them 
an amnesty if they delivered up their arms 
and the cannon the volunteers had brought, 
they replied that the cannon belonged to 
the strangers, and as for their own arms, if 
he wanted them he must come there and 
take them. 

On the 19th of last November, Mustapha 
Pasha marched out of Retimo with 12,000 
men, mostly regular Egyptian and Turkish 
troops, to attack the fortified convent of Ar- 
kadi, which was the headquarters of the in- 
surrection in the district of Retimo, and a 
depot of gunpowder and provisions, as well 
as the refuge of the inhabitants of the vil- 
lages of the surrounding plains, whenever 
Turkish invasion menaced them. The head 
of the convent, a true fighting priest, .of the 
kind developed largely by the conditions of 
Cretan life, hearing that an attack was in- 
tended, and confident in the strength of the 
convent to resist, sent out for reinforce- 
ments, and walled up the gates. There were 
then in the walls of Arkadi about 960 souls, 
of whom a little above 300 were fighting 
men, the rest, women and children of the 
plain. Sixteen volunteers from Greece 
were included in the garrison, which, be- 
side these, was composed of the thirty of 
Mylopotamo and the husbands and fathers 
of the women and children there, the per-— 
sonnel of the convent, and a few priests 
from convents in the adjoining districts.— 
On the morning of the 20th they were sum- 
moned to surrender, and refused, upon which 
the attack began. The Turkish artillery, 
being small mountain guns, were advanced 
very near the wall opposite the gateway, a 
magnificent specimen of Venitian military 
architecture, three hundred years old, and 
so extremely strong that it was found, after 
several hours, that their pieces would make 
no serious impression on it. The Pasha 
then sent to Retimo for heavier pieces and 
mortars, with reinforcements, which were 
sent him to the number of about 4,000 men. 
All the Cretan Mussulmans of the district 
and city were forced into the service if they 
did not volunteer. The heavy guns were 
advanced as near the gate as the deadly and 
incessant fire of the Christians permitted, 
and, after about 1,200 rounds of shot, the 
gate was breached and an assault ordered. 
It was received with such a hail of bullets 
that the troops recoiled out of its range ; 
another and another were ordered, and met 
in the same way, their bodies being piled 
several deep in the breachand on the ground 
in front of it. Barrels of powder, with 
ignited matches, were thrown down from 
the walls with deadly effect. A stone mill, 
which flanked the gate, was garrisoned by 
a party of Cretans—some say 10, others 
380—who kept up an annihilating fire on 
the column, and the artillery was finally 
turned on it, and brought it down in ruins, 
burying all of its defenders but one, who, by 
the accounts of the Turkish officers, kept 
up his fire over two hours from the dedris, 
until he was killed by a shell. Albanians, 
native Mussulmans, and regular troops alike 
recoiled from the fire the garrison kept up, 
until, finally, a battalion of Egyptians were 
driven in ai the points of a file of bayonets 
pitiously used on those who turned, and the 
breach was entered. The Christians then 
withdrew to the cells and chambers which 
surrounded the court, and kept up a fire of 
the same determined and deadly character 
on the masses of troops who poured in, for 
six hours. The Turks were obliged to bring 
their artillery into the court aud batter in 
the cells, each of which was defended to the 
death of its garrison. Twenty-eight men in 
the great refectory defied ail the attacks 
made on them. The Hegemenosos (head 
of the convent,) seeing resistance hopeless 
and capture inevitable, blew out his brains; 
several of the priests gave each other a 
farewell kiss and stabbed each other. 

In the great room of the Hegemenosos 
were gathered many of the families, with 
most of what remained of the defenders. 
Underneath the room was the principal 
magazine, apd when the defence became 
no longer possible, a pistol was fired into 
the powder and all together finished their 
resistance and suffering. The refectory held 
out until all the ammunition of the Chris- 
tians there. was exhausted, when they. sur- 
rendered on the oath of the Turks to spare 
their lives. They were all beheaded as soon 
assurrendered. Many women threw them- 
selves, with their children, into the flames, 
that now were raging all around the enclo- 
sure—the church, the chapels, -the stables, 
and, in short everything that contained com- 
bustibles being fired; and three days after 
the attack commenced, the army set out on 
its return. Its losses: could not have been 
less .thah three thousand killed and wound- 
ed.— Oor. of ‘Thé Nation, Dei i Gil.

3 For the Pacific. 
The Russian Christianity. 

The proposed cession of Russian Amer- 
ica, ratified by the vote of the Senate, has 
an interest to the Christians as well as to 
the politicians and merchants of our coun- 
try. Tobesure, the population of that ex- 
treme region is not large, some ten or twelve 
thousand white men with four or five times 
as many Esquimaux. But the treaty re- 
specting this cession of territory, brings us 
into still nearer relationship with that great 
power among the nations, which presses with 
heavy weight along the whole northern 
breadth of the Eastern Continent. 

Russia is a giganticcountry. It numbers 
seventy-five millions of hardy Northmen. 
It has an adventurous and progressive pub- 
lic policy. It has aspirations for dominion 
yet vaster than it now possesses. The eye 


of its Emperor has never yet been taken 


from the Bosphorus and the Golden Horn. 
For long years that eye has watched the mo- 
ment when the sick man of Turkey should 
be so far gone, that it would be only mercy 
to relieve him from the care of Constanti- 
nople and the custody of the Greek Archi- 
pelago. Meanwhile, Asiatic acquisition has 
not been deemed unworthy. The desperate 
warfare about the Caucasus has been at last 


an exterminating victory. Important ac- | 


cessions of domain have been made toward 
Hindostan and alongthe Amoor. The Rus- 
sian Czar holds a first-class position among 
the monarchs of the world. His nation is 
to have much to do with hindering or help- 
ing the kingdom of Christ. — 

Russian Christianity is an energetic thing. 
It is indeed a corrupt form of the Christian 
faith. But it is not effete. Its missionary 
activity abroad does not equal the Roman 
or the Protestant. But over sixty millions 
of Russians, from the Czar to the lately 
emancipated serf, it exerts a very strong in- 
fluence. All these sixty millions are by law 
members and communicants of the Greek 
Church. They may not secede to any oth- 
er religion. ‘The Catholics or Protestants 
may remain such if they choose and are 
granted the free exercise of their religion, 


but they must not win converts from the 


National faith. 


The imperial religion is supported and | 


amply supported, by the government. Dr. 
Thompson, who recently made a visit to 
Moscow, speaks of the generous provision 
made in that city for church accommodation. 
There are 470 churches for 375,000 people. 
(Compare this with our New York, a city 
of 800,000 people having only 306 charch- 
es.) ‘These Russian churches also are at- 
tended, by rich as well as poor, by men ev- 
en more than by women. 

The religion of this great people abounds 
in superstition and in human additions. With 
important differences, it nevertheless resem- 
bles its Roman sister. :

Since the accession of Alexander II. great 
progress has been made in sending copies 
of the Bible into various parts of the coun- 
try. The tendencies of the age and the in- 
fluence of the Court will favor this freedom 
in the circulation of the Word. 

The pleasant relations of our Govern- 
ment with Russia are also a sign of hope- 
fulness.. The near neighborhood of Cali- 
fornia and Asiatic Russia makes it impor- 
tant that our Christian people should be 
studying how to make these pleasant rela- 
tions subsidiary not only to our national 
wealth, but to the advancement of a pure 
religion. For the signs of our time and 
place multiply, which indicate that if San 
Francisco is to be a great station in the- 
highway of the world’s commerce, God in- 
tends that-it shall be a station no less im- 
portant, on the highway of Christian Mis- 
sions.

If man were not a responsible being he 
would have no more need of a revelation 
than a brute.

Now for any right 
solution of the problem of destiny he-must 
have light on these four cardinal questions, 
in relation to himself and his duty: Whence, 
whither, how, wherefore, and more light than 
he can get from any of the unwritten reve- 
lations, for no matter what might be if his 
intellect were unclouded and his will unpre- 
judiced, the fact is that from the lower rev- 
lations of nature, providence and conscience, 
there are sO many non-readings and mis- 
readings and cross-readings, that man can 
not clearly see the solution of this problem 
of duty and know that he has found the 
true solution. Left to these, he is strug- 
gling for his life through a world of guesses. 
His doctrine is the doctrine of probabilities. 
He is groping through a world of dark- 
ness, trying to find the narrow path that 
leads to heaven, but it lies among bottom- 
less pit-falls and along the edge of destruct- 
ive precipices, and no light shines upon 
him from above, or is put into his hand, 
only a glass to concentrate and reflect the 
phosphorescent gleams that may fall upon

philosophers, when dealing upon this sub- 
Their voice sounds like the plaint of 
those whom necessity compels to be abroad 
in dangerous places through starless nights, 
traveling they know not whither, only to a 
long home. What a blessing some authori- 
tative deliverances from God to Socrates, 
Plato, Plutarch, would have been, or to 
any of the old philosophers who tried to 
fathom the problem of man’s duty and 
blessedness, and reasoned their way up to 
the border-land of a revelation, and then 
seemed to stand and wait that no revelation 
reached them, and that only dark forms of 
guesses and hopes stepped before them and 
beckoned them on. 

But not only does man need a revelation 
to supply him with necessary light and 
knowledge ; he also needs it to meet an in- 
stinctive demand in his own being for some 
authoritative utterance from God. He was 
made to know God and commune with him, 
and cannot be at ease till he feels that he 
has some explicit communication from him. 
We might imagine a soul cut off from hu- 
man society from birth, but one of its deep 
instincts and necessities would be unsatis- 
fied till it could receive some communica- 
tion from a human being. So man’s nature 
demands a position, not a conjectural utter- 
ance from God. This follows as a conse- 
quence, from the fact that we were made to 
know God ; and it is also seen in the work- 
ings of human nature. For it is the in- 
stinctive demand for a revelation that ex- 
plains the tendency of mankind to believe 
in revelations, and that accounts for the ori- 
gin of the false ones, and for their accept- 
ance. The existence of the many false ones 
shows in the clearest light the soul’s need 
of a true one somewhere. If he did not 
need a true one, there would not be any 


pretended ones.

He conversed frankly and calmly 
about his need of salvation, and was evi- 
dently thinking a great deal upon the sub- 
ject. From my first conversation I was 
satisfied that the Spirit was dealing with 
him, and felt sure that he would be saved. 
But his enlightenment was very gradual— 
he seemed to feel his way, step by step. 
About three months ago, after an earnest 
conversation with him, he exclaimed, “ Do 
not think that I am anxious about my soul, 
because I am sick and may die. I have 
been thinking about the matter for a long 
time before I was taken ill.” How it would 
have gladdened that almost despairing wife 
to have known this at thetime. 

At last he came to Christ.. Just when it 
was, neither he norI knew. Other Chris- 
tian friends were incredulous when I told 
them he was already “in Christ,” and con- 
tinued to treat him as unregenerate. But 
when God’s offer to save him through the 
crucified Redeemer was set before him, he 
said, “I believe that.” And when Christ’s 
invitation, “ Come unto me,” &c., was urged 
upon him, he replied, “ that is just what I 
am trying to do.” When asked, “then if 
God promises to save you for Christ’s sake, 
can you not believe him, and rest quietly in 
his word?” he answered with a child’s sim- 
plicity and directness, “Yes, I can.” I 
could ask no better witness, but to test his 
feelings, I asked, “do you love the society 
of Christians?” “QO, yes, I love to have 
you and and call on me a great 
deal better than I do the Masons.” (He 
belonged to a lodge of Freemasons.) An- 
other test, “can you forgive ; ‘ 
, that great wrong done you?” (He 
had, in effect, sworn never to forgive them.) 
He thought a moment—“ Yes, I forgive’ 
them ; I don’t want.to see them, but I have 
no hard feeling towards them now.” “ But 
if they needed help and you could do them 
good, would you doit?” “Yes, I would.” 
He made these replies with evident intelli- 
gence and sincerity ; was he not a Christian? 

Gradually it became apparent that he 
must die. He looked grim Death in the 
face and feared him not. A sweet calm 
rested constantly upon his soul, while he 
waited the coming of the Master. He felt 
no transport of joy, but rested quietly in 
the word of promise, and spoke confidently 
of the sure hope within him. This was 
well, but I looked and prayed for something 
more. 

And now the end drew rapidly on. A 
message came that he was dying and wished 
to see me. As I bent over him he whisper- 
ed with great difficulty, “I thought you 
would come Saturday. I want to tell you— 
but I can’t—I am going home, now—I can’t 
say any more.” Feeling that a clear testi- 
mony to Christ’s presence and power to 
save would be very precious to his friends, 
and very impressive to his ungodly acquaint- 
ances, as we knelt about his bed, I asked 
the Lord to restore his speech, that he might 
bear a dying witness to his grace. That 
evening he was thought to be dying, and 
his wife, anxious for a last assurance, asked 
him, “Is all bright now?” He answered 
slowly, “ No, it seems to be dark just now.” 
She said, “perhaps you do not give up 
everything, you must sincerely give up all.” 
He thought a moment and replied, “ well, I 
will do so; I give up all—I will give you 
up now.” Immediately a vision of glory 
seemed to burst upon him, his speech re- | 
turned, and the joy of his soul burst forth 
in loud praises. He saw no darkness after 
this. 

On calling the next day, I was delighted 
to learn that he was not only still alive, but 
had been alternating all day long with 
snatches of sleep and joyful testimonies, in 
a clear, strong voice, to the glory of God’s 
grace. He would talk till exhausted, then 
drop asleep, then wake and talk again. As 
he saw me he cried, “O, I can talk and 
praise God now.” “ Don’t you remember 
that I prayed yesterday that you might 
have your voice again?” “ Yes, I do, and 
God heard you; I believe in prayer.”— 
Then he went on, “I have been in heaven 
since I saw you, and I can’t tell you what 
glory Isaw. I was not really there, I sup- 
pose, and yet it seems to me I was. And 
now I know what glorification is, but I can’t 
| describe it ;—glorification—Ive seen glorifi- 
cation.” And so he went on till he was 
exhausted and dropped asleep. All who 
saw him that day “saw his face as it had 
been the face of an angel,” and heard such 
words of grace as few are privileged to 
hear, and such as none can speak but they 
who have “seen the glory of God.” His 
physician wondered that he lived to see the 
day at all, but God kept him alive for these 
last testimonies. 

I saw him once more alive. He was just 
| able to press my hand and give me a look 
of intelligence. We prayed once more, and 
then his soul went up to God. The nurse 
said, “It seems as if God kept him alive 
just to hear one more prayer, and then 
took him.” 

His body lies in the room where he died. 
To-morrow the Freemasons are to bury 
him, and by their courtesy, I am to stand in 
their splendid “Temple” and testify.that, 
not through any rites or philosophy, but 
through faith in Jesus crucified, he died in 
hope, and dwells in glory.

We have been told by Chaplains 
themselves, that the studied indifference and 
coolness of commanding and commissioned 
officers of the Post, was of more serious 
consequence, more demoralizing and dis- 
heartening, than the open wickedness of 
the rank and file. Can any influence be 
better invested for the moralé of the regi- 
ment, than open and studied endorsement 
of the Chaplain’s work by those high in 
rank and power? 

That other man in the back seat of the

He had seen Sheridan, many 
times, so completely shut in by superior 
forces that escape seemed impossible except 
by miracle; but his genius, courage and 
generalship never failed him. It was as 
good as six months vacation—even in a 
slow coach and dark night—to hear Ser- 
geant Fling describe, and he could do it well, 
the unwritten incidents of that wonderful 
campaign. | 
I sounded him on the President’s policy. 
“ He’s a scrub!” and dropped him with this 
emphatic declaration : “ I’ve been four years 
in war—lI dont want to be in another fight 
—I am sick and tired of war, but if the |

QuaRTERLY REporT OF THE SECRETARY OF 
San Francisco Sunpar ScHooNn Union. 
Sunday evening, April 7th, 1867.—Another quarter 
of the year has passed and we are again, in the 
providence \of God, permitted to gather this union 
of Sunday-schvol scholars and laborers to learn 
what has been accomplished by the reapers in the 
fields which are so white and ever whitening to the 
harvest; how many scholars have been garnered 
for the Lord, and who have rejoiced in shouts of 
harvest home! 

Eighteen of the schools—First Presbyterian, First 

Congregational, Powell Street M. E., Seamens’ 
Bethel, Howard Street M. E,, Zion M. E., Second 
Congregational, Folsom street, German, Mariners’ 
Church, Green Street Congregational, Larkin Street 
Presbyterian, Third Congregational, Oakland 
Presbyterian, Mission Street M. E., Tabernacle 
Baptist, Christian, South Park Congregational, 
Union Square Baptist—report an average attend- 
ance of 3,233 scholars and teachers. One of these 
—the Oakland Presbyterian—reports ten conver- 
sions, seven of whom had already publicly professed 
faith in Christ, and the other three were to join, 
and probably have, joined the household of Faith 
to-day. Two members of the Second Congrega- 
tional Sabbath-school have united with their churc 

during the last quarter. 

Another school rejoices in a re-arranged and re- 
furnished Sabbath-school room, but still more in 
the favor of God, in sending them a shepherd to 
watch over their flock and tenderly care for the 
lambs of the fold. Anott:er Superintendent says : 
“We are grateful to Almighty God for increased 
punctuality and zeal of teachers, and as a conse- 
quence, an increase in number of scholars, and a 
very marked improvement in the condition of the 
school; such indeed as to cheer the hearts of all 
who love the Lord and seek the furtherance of Ilis 
kingdom.” One week ago they had 501 present, 
which is the largest Sabbath-school on this coast. 

The Mariners’ Church Sabbath-school have 
moved into their new church, and their numbers 
have increased from fifty-four to seventy-eight, the 
average for seven Sundays past. 

Twelve schools have not reported their attend- 
ance and their progress during the past quarter, 
and your Secretary, yourselves and the public gen- 
erally, are left to infer these all have had a large 
increase of numbers, a deep interest on the part of 
the scholars and teachers, and many accessions to 
their churches. Many are now deeply thoughtful, 
giving great encouragement to all engaged in the 
promotion of Christ’s kingdom through tne instru- 
mentality of the Sabbath-schools, all of which tends 
to great quickening of every christian heart. 

This, we say, may be the case, but owing to 
your Secretary not being able to go after each de- 
linquent ‘report as often as heretofore, thus per- 
forming twelve times the labor of any one of those 
who have not reported, we have not the assurance 
that such is the case. We are grieved that it is so, 
but cannot say what is the cause of so many delin- 
quents. This climate is prolific and may be the 
cause of more evils than we are aware of. We 
have repeated calls for books for needy Sunday- 
schools, and hope we shall, through your liberality, 
be able to meet some of their demands.

PACIFIC COAST. 

— The Grass Valley Union says :—“ The Chi- 
nese are swarming~in the direction of the Central 
Pacific Railroad, and the Company has commenced 
sending them in large numbers beyond the summit 
of the mountain preparatory to‘the work of the 
coming season. Within a few days agents of the 
Company have been in Grass Valley and other por- 
tions of the county, offering work to any number 
of Chinamen who desire to go upon the road. We 
are also informed that the Company’s agents have 
traversed the whole mining region upon the samo 
mission, and that within the next thirty or forty 
days there will be at least 20,000 Chinese employed 
on the great national highway. 


New ARcHAaNGEL.—The steamer Oriflamme is 
advertised for a trip to New Archangel, Sitka, on 
the first of June. She will remain there ten days. 
Should the prospects of trade be sufficicntly en- 
couraging, a regular line will be established.

EASTERN AND FOREIGN. 

~ — The Illinois Legislature recently passed an 
eight-hour law. At Chicago, on the 18th ult., a 
meeting of employers was held to consider the sub- 
ject. A series of resolutions were passed there, 
one of which reads thus : F 

“Resolved, That on and after the Ist day of 
April all manufacturers, builders and others in the 
habit of employing men by the day, will from that 
day forward, engage and pay them solely by the 
hour, and that we all will use our utmost endeav- 
ors to induce those in our employ to continue to 
work ten hours a day as heretofore.” 

— Washington is rapidly increasing in popula- 
tion and wealth, and contains now a population of 
100,000 inhabitants. If the 57 churches and chap- 
els in the city are any indication of good morals, 
the people should be very moral and pious indeed. 
There are but few fine private residences compared 
with the thousands found everywhere in the North- 
ern States. There are five or six large and well- 
kept hotels and as many mor. that are only third 
rate. 

— A Bostonian, Mr. Milliken by name, and a 
caterer to appetite by profession, has devised an 
apparatus for employing steam as an agent in 
cooking. It has been used as yet only in brviling 
meats. 40 pounds pressure of steam will cook a 
thin slice ot steak in a minute ; 15 pounds pressure 
will cook 10 pounds of meat in three minutes, and 
reducing the pressure makes the cooking proportion- 
ately slower. 

ANOTHER CoLony.—A party of colonists, larg- 
er than the first, is going out for the relief and con- 
solation of Elder Adams’ Pulestine emigration last 
Summer. They will be gathered principally from 
Orrington, Cherryfield and towns in Maine, in the 
vicinity from which the pioneer adventurers went. 


— There are said to be not less than seventeen 
thousand men at work on the Eastern Division of 
the Pacific Railroad, and befvure the first of May, 
the number of “‘ active boys” on the line will havo 
been increased to twenty-five thousand.

He says Prussia holds France responsi- 
ble for the consequences of such steps, and asks 
instant cessation of wa:like preparations. 

In case of war between France and Prussia, Ba- 
varia and Baden will make common cause with 
Prussia.

At one of our up-town (New York) ho- 
tels, last fall, a gentleman sat placidly eat- 
ing his dinner, when a waiter suddenly ap- 
proached and deposited before 
of butter.
